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FIRE  CHIEF'S  REPORT 

1971  passed  swiftly  but  brought  about  significant 
change  in  laws  pertaining  to  Fire  Safety.  A  Life  Safe- 
ty Code  which  deals  with  places  of  Public  assembly  was 
adopted  by  N.H.  and  will  influence  many  of  our  lives  as 
we  continue  to  erect  Schools,  Churches,  Inns  etc.  Also 
adopted  was  the  National  Electric  Code. 

In  our  own  Department  continued  improvements 
were  made  in  several  areas  of  need.  Communications 
are  now  complete  with  F.M.  equipment  in  all  apparatus. 
The  1500-gallon  Tanker  jointly  used  for  structural  and 
forest  fires  is  nearly  complete,  and  is  of  value  in  rural 
areas  of  Franconia  and  Easton. 

Of  great  need  and  pride  is  a  recently  acquired  1965 
Ford  Panel  Vehicle  donated  by  our  Ladies'  Auxiliary 
representing  nearly  $1,000.00  in  funds  raised  by  vari- 
ous projects.  This  vehicle  carries  protective  clothing, 
breathing  apparatus,  first  aid  equipment  and  light  res- 
cue gear. 

Again  we  provide  assistance  to  motorists  and  create 
a  better  start  on  winter  emergencies  by  voluntarily 
manning  our  Station  from  11:00  P.M.  to  5:00  A.M. 
November  15  to  April  1.  Through  the  cooperative  ef- 
forts with  our  Water  Commission  and  Police  Depart- 
ment, problems  of  inadequate  water  in  specific  areas 
and  restricted  roads  by  parked  vehicles  have  been  im- 
proved. 

Last  year  produced  25  fire  calls  of  which  8  were  false 
alarms,  2  were  dump  fires  and  with  the  exception  of 
Tamarack  and  Lafayette  Lodge  the  remainder  were  of 
minor  significance. 
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Your  Fire  Department  is  proud  to  report  progress 
but  is  well  aware  of  its  dependence  upon  the  excellent 
support  and  cooperation  of  Franconia's  citizens. 

It  has  again  been  a  pleasure  serving  this  Community 
and  its  fine  group  of  Firemen  who  give  so  much  in  mak- 
ing an  efficient  organization  possible.

I  hereby  submit  my  first  report  as  Chief  of  Police  of 
the  Town  of  Franconia  for  the  year  1971. 

While  acting  Chief  from  May  27,  until  Oct.  24,  there 
were  6  accidents  in  Franconia,  one  which  claimed  the 
lives  of  5  people.

There  were  17  breaks  in  the  Town  during  the  months 
of  July,  and  August  which  have  been  cleaned  up, 
mostly  by  the  State  Police. 
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I  got  the  cross  walks  painted  in  town,  and  also  had  the 
State  repaint  the  center  strip  through  town.

With  the  help  of  the  State  Police  and  their  radar  have 
slowed  down  some  of  the  speeding  in  town. 

The  Town  now  has  a  new  Police  Cruiser  which  is 
equipped  with  blankets,  first  aid  kit,  jumper  cable,  dry 
gas  and  flares  for  bad  accidents.  It  also  has  a  new  radio 
system  which  is  the  best  in  the  North  Country.  With 
the  new  radio  system  the  Police  Dept.  is  in  contact  with 
the  State  Police  and  the  Sheriff  Dept.  at  all  times. 

I  plan  to  go  to  Police  school  this  summer,  so  that  I 
and  the  Police  Dept.  can  better  protect  persons  and 
property  in  the  town  of  Franconia.  The  Police  Station 
telephone  No.  is  823-8155.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE 
WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Lest  We  Forget — It  Can  Happen  Here 

Disastrous  forest  and  brush  fires  that  destroy  hundreds  of  homes 
are  more  prevalent  on  the  west  coast  with  their  dry  seasons  and 
strong  dry  hot  winds,  but  25  years  ago  this  fall  is  the  anniversary  of 
a  disaster  that  devastated  large  areas  of  northern  New  England 
leaving  villages  in  ashes  with  rows  of  cellarholes  and  chimneys  in 
a  number  of  summer  vacation  home  locations.  Many  lives  were  lost 
on  that  destructive  day  of  October  23,  1947.  Nothing  could  stop  the 
wind-driven  flames. 

It  is  true  that  such  conditions  are  unusual  for  New  Hampsnire 
but  they  happened  once,  they  can  happen  again.  The  fuel  for  fires  is 
all  around  us.  All  it  takes  is  a  firebrand.  Only  by  cultivating  a  habit 
of  carefulness  with  fire  at  all  times  can  we  meet  the  challenge  of 
protection  when  dry  conditions  prevail.  Please  let  these  reminders  be 
your  guide: 

1.  Never,  either  when  walking,  riding  or  driving,  discard  a  fire- 
brand—a lighted  match  or  a  glowing  cigarette. 

2.  Always  obtain  a  permit  for  any  outside  burning.  The  burning 
of  household  rubbish  is  not  permitted  if  your  town  has  rub- 
bish collection.  Burning  of  grass  or  garden  Utter  can  be 
dangerous.  See  your  warden  first. 

3.  If  you  camp  or  picnic,  be  sure  open  fires  are  allowed  and  if 
they  are,  put  them  dead  out  when  leaving. 

4.  Most  Important — Instruct  your  children  in  the  danger  of  the 
lighted  match.  A  lighted  match  and  dry  grass  or  forest  litter 
is  a  dangerous  combination  which  leads  to  destructive  loss 
and  can  lead  to  tragedy. 

The  past  year— 1971— was  a  favorable  year  for  the  control  of 
fires.  There  were  too  many  fire  starts  in  some  towns.  We  thank  those 
who  remembered  and  ask  others  to  heed  Smokey's  message.
